@ monster of the type of Holmes. He is In 
jail charged with the murder of his wife 
by means of poison. But this is not the 
only crime of which he is guilty, according 
to the opinion of his neighbors. The trial 
gf00n to take place will determine the 
measure of the man’s guilt, or declare his 
innocence. 

For years Kunkel has been an object of 
Suspicion to his neighbors and many of 
them have often openly stated that he was 
responsible for the death of his father-in- 
law, Ebenezer Root, in July, 1891; of. his 
first wife, Elien R., in De: ember, 1894; 
his 3-year-old son, Frederic, in’ April, 
and of his step-daughter, Birdie Comin- 
gore, who died a few days before her 
mother in the most excruciating pain, 

Twenty-two years | ago a young German 
came to Lawrence and sought work 
trade, that of a journeyman tailor. 
name was J. J. Kunkel and he said he 
come from the Pacific coast. Hie found 
work and after a little while decided that 
he would make Lawrence his home. Little 
Was known of him at that time and the 
old residents who now remember his ad- 
vent into Lawrence say that he was quiet 
and unassuming, in fact, he scarcely ever 
Spoke to anyone. He had few friends and 
those he did have never gained his con- 
fidence, 

Two pace after his coming he met and 
marrice Miss Helen Root. Shortly after 
his marrage Kunkel’s financial condition 
began to improve. He saved money from 
Workyng at fs trade and together with a 
little more he borrowed he started a small 
tallor shop on Massac huse ‘tts street where 
although no one thought he was getting 
Tich, yet he managed to make enoug?® 
money to live fairly well.

Kunkel bought a better house and asked

fair to develop into a beautiful woman. 
The Kunkel children, although well man- 
nered and generally popular throughout 
the town, had little about them to attract 
admiration. It is argued by some that this 
so weighed upon the tailor’s mind that he 
determined to rid himself of the young girl. 
Having done that the belief is that the 
child's mother knew of the crime and told 
her suspicions to neighbors; so out of fear 
of her, he decided that she, too, must die. 
Anyhow it is quite certain that both deaths 
were from the same cause, and all the doc- 
tors in town say that arsenic poisoning was 
the cause. These facts were brought out 
by the coroner’s inquest, which resulted in 
Kunkel’s arrest.

When Kunkel came home and 
learned what had been done he became, it 
is said, very angry, and insisted that he 
be removed to the parlor. He gave him a 
double dose of la grippe medicine. Shortly 
after Mr. Root became unconscious, and 
while endeavoring. to renove him to the 
parlor he was seized with convulsions, and 
that nieht the died. His life was not in- 
sured. 

Then Mrs. Kunkel, his daughter, was 
taken sick. Her death, it is said. was also 
a mysterious one. Sie was ill for a long 
t'me and a Mrs. Davis, a colored nuree, at- 
tended her. After her death, Mrs. Davis, It 
is said, declared that she saw Kunkel put 
a powder in the medicine prescribed for 
her. One day he spilled some of the pow- 
der and a number of graips feil on a chair.

OFFICERS KILL A KENTUCKY 
BURGLAR AND THE WOMAN 
WHO LOVED HIM. 


BOTH WERE GAME TO THE LAST. 


Desperate Duel in tre Road Witnessed 
by the Congregation of a 
Country Church. 


OWENSBORO, Ky., Oct. 10.—As the re- 
sult of a desperate duel with officers on a 
county road near here Howard Clark, mur- 
derer and burglar, and Hattle Mahoney, 
the woman who loved and shared with him 
his trials as a fugitive from justice, are 
dead. They were killed on the Indiana side 


of the river yesterday. 

Both are shot through both head and 
body, each with two or three wounds which 
would have proved fatal singly. They were 
slain by officers from Owensboro, who were 
in pursuit, and after the fugitives had 
opened fire at close range upon their pur- 


suers. . 
Word reached here from Cannelliton, Ind., 


warning Chief Pierce that the pair were 

making their way down the Ohio, and 
would reach Owensboro by Friday night. 
Clark was wanted for the murder of Offi- 
cer Heffernan at Louisville, last April. 
Clark had been detected in a burglary, and 
when told to surrender by Heffernan his 
companion threw the officer down upon 
the flat of his back, and, before he could 
rise, shot him dead. He ‘then escaped. It 
was known that his paramour had fled 
with him. They were in a skiff with ample 
provisions of all kinds, including arms and 
ammunition. 

Saturday morning Chief Lyman Pierce, 
with Officers Emler and Sherwood, while 
patrolling the river in a boat just at dawn, 
encountered the pair in a skiff. Clark got 
the drop on the officers, and held them at 
bay with his Winchester, while the girl 
pulled the boat away. 

Yesterday morning the three officers again 
found Clark and the girl in the road near 
a county church, Clark emptied his re- 
volvers, and was taking his rifle from its 
case when he was killed. The girl fell 
beside him. The duel as witnessed by

An entertainment given by a cinemato-

The blaze originated from an electric 
spark from the wire supplying the current 
for the machine. The curtain covering the 
cinematograph ignited and the blaze soon 
leaped celiling-wards. 

Women and children screamed at the top 
of their voices. They tried to force their 
way through the densely packed throng to 
the main exit. In doing so they trampled 
upon each other, the weaker ones being 
knocked about football fashion. The in- 
stinct of self-preservation was never more 
fully demonstrated. In the surging crowd 
were many men, but little, if any, more 
ye oe than the frantic women and chil- 

ren. 

The calmest one in the big hall was 
William K. Bushnell, manager of the cine- 
matograph. He tried to save hie machine. 

Policeman McCormack, who walks that 
beat, turned in an alarm and then directed 
his attention to the crowd. He looked af- 
ter the weaker ones who were being 
trampled upon and made every effort to 
quell the panic. The arrival of the Fire 
Department only intensified the excitement, 
but a spray or4two quenched the flames and 
restored order. 

The cinematograph was almost totally 
destroyed. The loss ig estimated at $3500; 
no insurance. 

No one was injured beyond nervous shock 
and severe shaking up. The building was 
not damaged, but the fire closed the en- 
tertainment.

Attorney-General E. C. Crow expects the 
Supreme Court will on Tuesday hand down 
a decision of the test case involving the 
validity of the Julian franchise law. 

In anticipation of this he has refrained 
from any attempt to stop the Central Trac- 
tion Co. in its work of laying track, begun 
last week. 

The decision on. the Julian law will settle 
the question. 

If the Supreme Court sustains the law the 


franchise of the Central Traction will be 
invalid, and so will all other franchises 
granted in Missouri since the law went 
into effect, about three years ago. 

“Of course,’’ said Mr. Crow, “I don’t 
know that the decision will come to- 
morrow, but IL expect it. The case was 
submitted last May and a decision is due. 
I have refrained from entering into any 
more litigation based on that law in case 
of the Central Traction Company or any 
other, because I expect the decision soon 
and it would be useless to file other suits. 
The coming decision will settle the valWi- 
ity of the law and that is all we want.”’ 

The Julian law, which thas never been 
enforced anywhere in the State, was 
drafted and introduced in the legislature 
during the session of 189% by Henry 8. Jul- 
ian of Kansas City. It provides that all 
franchises shall be disposed of to the high- 
est bidder at public auction. 

Judge William Marshall, then City Coun- 
selor of St. Louis, in a written opinion .de- 
clared that the law was unconstitutional 
and could not be enforced. As a result of 
that opinion no attempt was made to en- 
force it in St. Louis. Last spring a test 
case was fied against a Kansas City street 
railway company to invalidate its charter, 
and that is the case which is about to be 
decided.

A ruling important to brokers and buck- 
et shop men was received Monday by In- 
ternal Revenue Collector H. C. Grenner. 

On Sept. 8 Attorney Willis H. Clark 
asked for the ruling. 

Mr. Clark stated that the internal reve- 


nue agents in his district are insisting 
that brokers who deal in grain and stocks 
most of them conducting what are known 
us “‘bucket shops,’ must pay a Stamp tax 
on each sale made at their place of busi- 
ness of 1 cent for each $100 in value of 
said sale or agreement, basing the value 
upon the entire purchase price, without re- 
Kard to the fact that nearly all such sales 
are what are known as “options’’ and tiie 
only actual consideration passed are the 
small ‘‘margins’’ upon which the transac- 
tions are carried. 

He stated he belleved this to be a wrong 
interpretation of tHe act and that these 
transactions are not subject to a taxation 
of one cent for each $100 in value of said 
sale or agreement, and that the memo- 
randum of, sale should only be taxed 10 
cents, unless the broker goes on the floor 
of any exchange or board of trade to exe- 
cute the sale, in which case it would be 
subject to a tax of one cent on each $10 
of face value. 

Mr. Clark's interpretation Is correct, Com- 
missioner Scott holds, in so far as it affects 
the sale, agreements of sale, or agreements 
to sell, any products or merchandise. 

The commissioner says that if a ‘‘bucket- 
shop’’ deals in etocks or whether it only 
pretends to deal in it, the memorandum 
which ia given to the party evidencing the 
transaction should be stamped at the rate 
of 2 cents for every $100 of face value of 
the stock dealt tn.
